have it all to hlroeelf, with a whispered, “You shall have your 

own‘wall,’sir,” that was amicably settled. Avery steep long 
climb now brought us to the spot where the burn run out of the 
corrie, and as we neared it, Archie suddenly dropped flat I fol¬ 
lowed suit and the look he gave me as he muttered Shape i 
the “beggars 1” would have sent me into flis of laughter at any 
other time, and there were some dozen sheep right in 
and half-startled, once wholly and our chance would be all 
over. There was nothing for it but to wait and after more 
than half-an-hour, to our intense relief, they gradually fed away 
In quietness.

After crawling hands and knees some distance, I tTOk a peep 
ahead through a branch of heather. To my Joy found him still 
there, some four hundred yards distant, and he was up and feed¬ 
ing. Crawling on as fast as I could, the next peep show^ tne I 
was only about two hundred and fifty yards off. He was feeding 
away from the bum, striding from patch to patch of grMS, Uklng 
a bite here, a bite there, and, tossing his head to the wind every 
few minutes, stood at times as if petrlBed, and seemingly staring 
hard at me, which was very uncomfortable. At the same Ome 
It was Impossible to help admiring the grace and freedom of bis 
every movement. Aa he turned away, 1 wormed myself out of 
the bum into a patch of heather leading up to him. And now 
I almost seemed to pull myself along by my eyelids. Fifty yards 
or so brought me to a standstill, the heather being burnt, 
was a long shot for a first one, and a strange rifle, and be was, 
moreover, feeding head on. However, 1 put up the sight and 
cocked the rifle, determined if he fed further away, to tire, and if 
he came nearer to wait. It was soon settled. He strode away, 
and the next instant stood broadside to me as if carved In mar¬ 
ble. Whether something had alarmed him, I know not, but, 
seizing the chance, and taking a quick sight, pulled, I must own, 
with a beating heart.

He was a good fat beast of ten 
points, and as It was my first, Archie was all for smearing my 
forehead over with blood for luck, but we compromised by a 
large cross on the back of each hand. 

It was DOW near four o’clock, and famishing point with me 
bad long been reached, so while the grallochlng was going on I 
went off after luncheon and costs which had been left where we 
first spied him. By the time we bad refreshed and covered up 
the stag with moss to keep the ravens, etc., away, it wm time to 
aUrt home, so tying a white handkerchief to one of the boms, 
both to serve as a scare and a guide next day for the pony-man 
when he came to felcli home the venison, we started back, and 
arrived safe and sound and very tired, and I began to see why no 
one bad been kind enough to go with me. 

To eet up at four, and not get back till nine In the evening & 
twenty-slx-mlle ride and six to walk, and then the stalking to 
follow on ground lying mostly at an angle of forty-five degrees, 
Is quite enough for most of us three times a week. A hot tub, a 
good dinner, and the congratulations on niy luck, soon put mat- 
ters all right; and my host eauie and smoked a cigar with me 
while I ate. .\nd I was telling him all about my sport when 
enter butler: "Telegram for you, sir. The cart has Just brought 

It In from-.” I tear it open. Again hurrah. CralgmlUar 

first! And had not that amusing if somewhat plain-spoken 
sportsman, Mr. William Nicoll, laid me a 1000 to 150 against 
him; and was he not as good as the bank. My plunge had cTime 
off, my first stag had come off; and so here’s luck to all who 
stalked on Janette’s day this season, and may some of then! have 
landed an equally pleasing double event.— Leoer, In Laud and 
WaUr.

to be seen that the boml of frteudelilp was strong between the 
buyers and producers also. The first thing was a discussion by 
the breeders, In a private room, of the question of prices for the 
carp. The chairman emphasised that there was no prospect of 
sustaining last year’s prices of 31 to ls3 to 24 thalers perewt. 

The clrcuinstauces of supply and demand must be considered 
and prices must fall, the main portion of the meeting agreed with 
him, with this exception, whether the fish which were taken from 
the large ponds or had been confined in small reservoirs, whether 
the fish must be transported from a distance, and how many of 
them are required to make a hundred weight. Mr. Mende, of 
Hammermuhic, near Dobrllugk, was named as the one who bred 
the heaviest three and four-year-old carp. Twenty-eight to thirty of 
these fish made a hundred weight, a case where the claim for bet¬ 
ter prices was justified. 

Thus the mine was laid, but when the breeders came down and 
entered the dining room they met a phalanx of trade s, these too 
with the unanimity which conqKjtltors posses.'!, had made a league 
and fixed a scale of prices whhth somewhat deviated from that of 
the producers. Thus was the battle begun, the boring and the 
working of the countermine. 

Kaufmann, of Berlin, bargained for (100 cwt. and dejiarted. J. 

& F. Meyer, of Hamburg, made coiitracus for some. Frltsche, of 
Frankfort-on-order, also took from Berger, of Pella, 2,000 cwt. 
by contract, but bargained considerably. Welse also made some 
purchases, and thus a great part of the fish—of which most of 
tliem will remain In the points until the end of December, with¬ 
out being aware of what Is in store for them, were disposed of. 
The principal sales, the prices of which are kept secret, will be 
delivered during Beplembi'r and October, when also the pond- 
fishery begins. The conference had occupied the whole time un¬ 
til the mutual dinner had reached as far as cofifee-Ume where¬ 
upon the hall began to gradually clear. 

Fifili ill h Kiver vsitli Iron Boiika. 

I'nder the city of New York there flows a river with Iron banks. 

It conslsU of a network of water-pipes that In tbelr aggregate 
measures 440 miles. No flowers bloom along the edges of this 
river. Its career is rayless and uopoetlc. It does not feel the 
Influence of the tidal emotion that makes the heart of the ocean 
swell and fills the throat of the steamers that run to the sea. 
These pipes that make up the river supply dally 86,000,000 
gallons of water. Each day this amount is drawn off, and yet the 
silent river Howe on through its dark and confined channel. The 
source of thiastream is the far-away Croton Lake, with blue skies 
bending over it. The mouth, or mouths, rather, are the faucets 
of New York. The river exceeds in length some of the famous 
geographical streams. It runs through brick aqueducts, through 
huge pipes, through narrow chanuels, through every conceivable 
passage. U has no sailing craft, no wayside scenery, no rocks, 
no reefs. There are no iiorU, or ov changing branches, or lights 
houses But it Is a mighty river, all the same, and one that evl- 

dcuilv contains fish. „ v , 

Harlem and Yorkville are the sections most troubled by fish In 
the pipes. There arc occasional complaints through the lower 
end of the Islaml, but such cases are rare. For about a month In 
the early spring, and for about the same time In the Fall, the 
presence of the fish Is most notable. A gentleman In the Water 
Department, who has hail much experience, believes that the fish 
In the pipes arc occasioned by the Spring and Fall repairs and 
cleaning operations. At such times the reservoirs are completely 
overhauled, the water is cut oil at certain points, and the entire 
nature of our underground river Is changed. Naturally the fish 
are startled—those that have strained through the wire sieves at 
the beads of the mains, and those that have been spawned In the 
circular captivity of the iron pipes. Currents not set down In the 
chart of the fish'begin to assert ihcinselves. These currents are 
occasioned by the use of hydrants everywhere. The suction 
captures the poor fish, and the first thing the good housewife or 
husband knows, there is a monstrusily wriggling out at the pipe 
and splashing Into bucket or pail. There are more of these 
Instances in Yorkvllleand Harlem, owing to the fact that the land 
takes more of a dip there than elsewhere. A great many dead 
ends of pipes congregate In the locality. The use of the water is 
confined there almost exclusively to private families, making it a 
quieter and safer resort for the fish. Down town, where the big 
hotels are, they are apt to lie discovered at any moment. 

That there Is a constantly recurring annoyance about the fish 
in the water pipes, there can be no doubt. A visit among the up¬ 
town plumbers settled that fact. Each plumber has a list of per¬ 
sons who have called upon him for repairs and Investigation. 
The whole thing Is most ludicrous. Imagine a three months’ 
wife newly settled In a Yorkville cottage. She draws the water 
for the matutinal coffee, or, rather, she doesn’t draw it at all. 
Examination, plumber, tools, general consternation, and then an 
eel which they have for breakfast I Some of these cases are by 

no 'means humorous, either to the fish or the party who wishes 
him dislodged. Frequently the pipe has to be cut away and gen¬ 
eral damage is done that requires considerable money to right. 
The trouble usually occurs In the tap which connecte the service 
pipe leading into the houses with the street main. This tap is 
five-eighths of an Inch In circumference, and a fish that may have 
been smlmmlng around in safety for years In the big pipes may 
come within the realm of the hydraulic fascination of this tap. 
The end is disastrous to the fish. Some one Is turning on a fau¬ 
cet somewhere. A ceriain tendency Is Immediately created. 
There Is a propulsive and suctloual power generated. The un¬ 
wary fish would like to turn tall, but he can’t. In a moment be 
Is head on in the tap, which Is more than the water Is. Then the 
plumber Is sent for. Many cases were cited where the fish were 
BO firmly wcdgerl In that they had to be cutout piecemeal. 

Mr. John O’Connor, superintendent of repairs for the section 
above Fifty-ninth street, running to the upper end of the island, 
and running from river to river, has had more experience with 
the fish than has any one else. Fart of his duties Is to see 
that the dead ends of mains are frequently blown off. It Is then 
when the fish and eels turn out In force. The blowing off of the 
mains Is done to keep the pipes free from stagnant water. The 
fire hydrants are opened at certain points and allowed to run until 
the water becomes clear. The points selected are usually at the 
ends of mains on the river fronts and at certain low points. The 
water rushes out with great force and so do the fish If there are 
any In the pipes. The Ueratd reporter saw five or six dead ends 
blown off, and could have bagged a nice lot of eels If he had 
wanted to. One eel came out with the velocity of a bullet from a 
gun and was shot Into the middle of the street. Perch and 
catfish came next In numbers to the cels. On Tuesday last an 
eel, weighing five and a half pounds, was found at 124th street, 
and two and three pound eels are by no means a curiosity. This 
exposition was something rather sUrtllng. The main was turned 
on and the water made a founUln In the street. In this spray¬ 
ing bouquet of water were eels and wriggling creatures of life. 
Sometimes there Is a halt, occasioned by the eel. It doesn’t last 
long. Back of the hall Is the great heart that sends its blood 
through the Iron veins. Force accumulates, and there comM a 
time when the fish must go. At that time the fish goes. The 
stories among the Inhabitants of the up town sectlonsnf the won¬ 
derful number of fish In the pipes are like all fish stories from 
time Immemorial. To listen to some of the accounts of these 


gentle housewives one would Imagine that whales, sharks and 
even devil-fish were continually circling under our city. This Is 
an extravagant stretch of fancy, of course, but a short tour with 
Superintendent O’Connor demoustrated that there are fish In the 
pipes to a sufficient extent to Justify some of the stories. j 

A street sprinkler frequently found dead fish In his sprinkler, 
which, he alleged, was a causa of great annoyance to him. ■ 

The fire department has also experienced some trouble from 
the same cause (fish). Mr. M. F. Fltxglbbon, superintendent of | 
reservoirs In the eighth division, which includes all the reser- ^ 
volrs In the city, says that the department usee every possible pre¬ 
caution to prevent fish entering the pipes, but with all their care 
It la Impossible to prevent the presence of fish in the pipes Fish 
are a part and parcel of water as much as birds are of the air, 
and the mighty Iron river cannot be expected to be free from 
■them. At all the points where the water Is distributed from the 
reservoirs, and at the BIigh,Bridge, where the water starts off its 
course to become the life-blood of the metropolis, screens are 
placed which are calculated to prevent fish from entering. These 
screens are placed at High Bridge, at the Ninety-third street new 
juncllon gate-house and at all the gates of the reservoirs. At 
High Bridge and the Ninety-third street gate-house new screens 
have lately been put In. They set down In the water between 
the points where the water Is lecelved and where It la distributed. 
They are huge structures of solid yellow pine timber, built In the 
most substantial manner, riveted firmly, and necessarily so, as 
the force of the water at these points is something terrific. The 
screens are seven feet high and are built In the shape of a tri¬ 
angle, presenting the apex to the advancing water. There Is a 
surface of 120 square feet of screen. Heavy timbers make a 
framework like the sash of a window, and the Intervening spaces 
are made up of a netting of copper wire which is half an Inch 
mesh at the Ninety-third street depot and a quarter of an Inch at 
the reservoirs. This Is sufficiently fine to prevent the entry of 
an ordinary- fish, and the only way of accounting for the pres¬ 
ence of them In the pipes la the fact that very young fish and 
the spawn slip through the meshes, and when in the pipes grow 
and develop, living In the darksome driver and probably bringing 
forth a progeny. 

About a year ago there was a ripple of excitement In the al- 
dermanlc councils. Ex-Alderman Cole had his attention called 
very forcibly, being one of the few members of the board who 
Indulged In Croton water as a beverage, to the fact that there 
was a bad taste In the water. He attributed It to the fact that 
fish were becoming too frequent In the pipes aud reservoirs, and 
offered a resolution calling for an investigation of the facts, aud 
also suggesting that the privilege of fishing in the reservoirs be 
accorded to the visitors to the park. Ills resolution was con¬ 
sidered a reflection upon the management of the water depart¬ 
ment, and the majority killed It. If It had been passed, a thor¬ 
ough examination would have resulted In a report upon the sub¬ 
ject which would have given valuable informnlion. The departr 
ment looked into the matter, and the reservoirs were dragged 
with seines, which resulted In the capture of a large number of 
fish. A prominent member of the water department said that. In 
his opinion, the presence of fish In the reservoirs was rather a 
benefit than otherwise. They occupy the same economical posl- 
tion aa do the birds on the trees. 


The Fall-flih, or Chub. 

This is properly the American chub, and Is the largest of our 
Eastern cyprlnolds. It takes the fly and most halts, and If we 
had not such a wealth of large, hard-flghtliig fishes, would be 
more favorably considered by the angler. In England, its con¬ 
geners are favorably known, as all who are at all familiar with 
the literature of British angling are aware, and In some parts of 
our country, os Virginia and Pennsylvania, it is often angled for. 
But first let us make clear what a chub or fall-flsh is. To bcglu, 

It Is a cypriuold or carp-llke fish, with one dorsal fin, containing 
less than ten rays, all of which are soft. All cyprlnolds ore 
“abdominals,” or have the ventral fins near the middle of the 
belly, on a small plate, which properly belongs, to the dermal 
skeleton, and Is not attached to the true skdeton. It Is called 
"fall-flsh” on account of Its preference for rapid water, and Its 
favorite haunt Is under a dam. 

Its name, according to Kafinesque and Jordan, Is HemotUtu bul- 
larit gr. Mtna —a banner (dorsal fin) and leWs, which may be spot¬ 
ted. The specific name means “bubbling.” It grows. In favor¬ 
able localities, to the length of eighteen Inches and a weight of 
three pounds. Jordan gives Its range as New England to Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Tills species has no spot on Its dorsal fin, as is the case with 
Its near relative, Hemotiliu eorporalu, ‘"the Corporal,” chub, 
homed dace, etc. This latter fish does not grow quite as large 
as the former one, and has a distinct black spot at the base of 
the dorsal fin. The males of both species. In the spring of the 
year, when they put on their breeding dress, have large spinous 
tubercles, which are quite sharp, on their head, and which are 
much larger than on some other cyprlnolds, for some others have 
these appendages, whatever may be their use. The range of the 
corporal, according to Jordan, is from New England to the Mis¬ 
souri region, and South. 

There Is hardly a stream but what. If It do not contain either 
of these, the noblest of our cyprlnolds, has some of their smaller 
relatives, of whom there are not only many species, but also 
genera. Taken from cool waters, they are a very fair breakfast 
fish, and now we will tell you a secret 

You know that all fish from warm waters ore apt to be soft, 
and that cyprlnolds and catastomoids (suckers) are especially so; 
In fact, if the water is upto summer temperature, the latter fishes 
will almost fall to pieces In dressing, but lay them In cold spring 
or Ice water for half an hour and they will harden fit to fry. 

Why the heat of the pan docs not soften them again, you will 
have to learn from some one that Is more deeply versed In 
natural philosophy; we can only slate the fact, and It is a fact 
worth knowing, and one that we have never seen in print. 

In Virginia, on the North river, at Lexington, we took five fall- 
flsh one afternoon, with a light fly-rod and a grasshopper, that 
weighed eight and a half pounds, the largest bringing down the 
scales to two and an ounce; a man and brother remarked; “dat 
ar’s de daddy o’ de fall-flsh, shuah, you’s dun cotch de biggest 
one yet.” Aud It certainly was the largest that we have ever 
seen, although Jordan says of a. biUluaris, It rarely attains a 
weight of three or four pounds. Hallock says, ^yorltmati't 
(JaztUar, p. 884, “Length, twelve Inches. Specimens have been 
caught weighing five pounds. Much esteemed as food and affords 
good sport to the angler.” 

DeKay, "Fishes of New York,” p. 213, says: “Length of a 
rolddle-slsed Individual about thirteen Inches, though he fre¬ 
quently grows larger. * * * Takes the hook. If baited with 
dough, when let down through boles In the Ice, at mld-wlnter, 
but rather soft and coarse.” 

Scott, “Fishing In American Waters,” does not notice these 
fishes except, page 493, where he mentions one of the smaller 
kind (1) which “rises to the plumpUude of aquarterof a pound,” 
of which be says; “It Is not at all like the river and lake chub, 
which sometimes scales three pounds; and though they will also 
take the fly—greatly to the annoyance of fly-fishers for trout at 
sundown—yet they affect liver.” 


"Uncle Thad.” Norris, the American Walton, In bis "American 
Angler’s Bot.k,’’ and If you don’t own a copy of It, you bad better 
get It, for the good old man la with the Saints, Is the only sporting 
writer who does anything like justice to this fish, and as we can¬ 
not quote him In full, we will simply ask you to reach down his 
charming volume aud open It at page 157 and read how nobly he 
comes to the rescue of the chub, from the disparaging remarks of 
"Frank Forester’’ and Dr. Bethune. 

To those who have access to these fishes, we say, try them 
with light tackle: don’t be lied down by prejudice; suppose they 
are not flrsbclass for the table; If amusement Isyour object, as It 
should be, what difference does that raakcl We, as anglers, 
travel too much in ruts, aud are too much given to turning up 
our noses at things of which we know nothing. Chub fishing, 
for the large kind of which we are writing. Is good quiet, gen¬ 
tlemanly angling; It cannot compare with that of taking the 
larger game fishes, but If we cannot bag elephants and enjoy 
“plg-sticklng,” In India, nor shoot grUzIles In the mountains, 
surely we may put In an enjoyable day with rails and reed-blrds 
on the marshes. _ _ 

Tbe Figheriefi in the Olden Time. 


Mr. Hall, In the Boston Journal of Commerce, says; 

The bank or sea codllaberlea have for nearly four huudn-d years been 
the pride of nations, and the most Imposing of all the varied industries 
of the sea. Pven at the present day vessels uf large tnnuiige are em¬ 
ployed hy all European nations, and the extraordinary risks to he uiet 
with nntll within less than a century ago, demanded l(shlng fleets 
whose guns and mariners could protect the llabermen fWim Interfer¬ 
ence, and ship and cargo from capture. .... 

•To relliand accommodate these fleets, citlee were built and harbors 
fortlfled, where to traders flocked from the mane of Europe, privateers 
and cruisers brought In the captured fishermen of other nations, and 
luxury sod gaiety found flttlng shelter In the midst of the wildernees 
and surrounded by desolation. Such reminiscences are awakened by 
the mention of Brest, whose ruined bastions over-look the lonely 
straits of Belle lele, of Placentia, Per'.lcan and Trepassy. long since 
wrested from Oalllc power, and last, but not least, Loulsbourg the 
Gibraltar of Oalllc power in America, "the doomed seaport, the ruined 
mart, the city twice taken." 

Wonderful Indeed Is the history of that now desolate spot where a 
few flebermen take refuge in their large hosts and small schooners, 
aafi ft trader or two suppllufi the baudful of settlers whose sheep and 
kloe feed over the moalderlog ramparts, and lio down at noon-tldo in 
the cool shadows of tbe shattered cftsemeuts. 

A year before its fall, HOO ships of all siftes made It their redezvous, 
traders from every country of Europe met In Its streets and chaffered 
over mud Osh aod duo fish, stock Qsh aad dry ffsb. oil and glue, roes 
and sounds. Thirty mlUioos of llvres, about l,a00.000 pounds sterling, 
bad been lavished on ramparts aud armament, details from the best 
proved troops of France garrleoned its walls, and a sqaadron of force, 
through three seasons of (be year, patrolled the banks, or lay ready to 

slip anchor In its buveu. 

For It was a year of trial to French enterprise, that or the year of our 
Lord 1777. The Kngllsh at Si. John, Newfoundland, were warlike, ag 
greselve and fortunate, aud the privateers of Bo-lon and Newhury as- 

suuited tbe ships at the lees guarded porta of tbe "French const." To 

this day, whosoever will may read In the dies of the Boston yewslelttf 
bow stout John House. In bis staunch sloop, altacked slaieeu sail of 
French fishermen, who, knowing uf his approach, tand anchored bow 
and stern in line across tbe harbor of some NewfoaodluDd fishing ala- 
tion, aud not satisfied with their regular armamoul.bad "cut port-boles 
for guns on their lower decks,” anfl how ‘Captain Donahew or Dona¬ 
hue, of Boston, three days oot from St. Johns, took a flue French ship, 
with 8.000 qils. of cod and some oyl, which Is coming here,” with much 
more which shows that with English cruisers, Colonial privateers aod 
occaelonal piracies, the French fishermen of those days must have 
been brave at heart and “stont men of their bands.” 

Nor was Hail plain sailing, ou the part of the flshors of Maseachu- 
setts, who could scarcely laud at Caoseau, or ou the coast of Maine or 
Nova Scotia without fear of French attack or Indian maseacre, whose 
establishments at Caoseau were many limes auacked, amt twice, at 
least, desiroyed. and who engaged In tbe desperate raid on laouisbtirg. 
from a feeling that they or ibelr rivals must perish. There waa oue 
Captain Morepang In pArticular, the bsfs noir of Yankee fishermen of 
tbai day, who was the first to see their whale boats rowing stoutly in 
under the fire of bis privateersmen, Canadian rangers aud Micmac 
riflenieo.and was fain to take refuge nnder the gnus of tbe citadel. 

Uucb was the Importance of tbe bank fisheries of tboee days, nor 
IboQgb liiues have changed aud tbe roiuauccof war. and bloody rivalry 
no longer lends romance to tbe industry, has ibe eubslADilal strength 
of its fleet or the value of lla returns materially Usseued. and from the 
old world and tbe new, tbe natioos still come together, now in amica¬ 
ble rivalry to reap the harvests of ”tbe hanks.”

I have made some efforts to discover tbe breeding place of ibis Ash. 
as 1 am not aware of tbe adnlt ever enteriog frean water, bat eo fur 
have not iucceeded. ^ ^ , 

Tbe adoUsare perhaps thirty Inches In length aud are round bodied, 
about two inches In diameter, and are often found In New York mar¬ 
kets.

Hearing ok Fishes. —That fish In lUo water should be able to 
hear sounds produced in tbe air,has alwaya seemed to me very re¬ 
markable,although many Instances In proof of tbe fact have come 
under my notice. Water is a good conductor of sound, and any 
noise actually produced In, or on tbe surface of, a sheet uf water, 
however large, may be beard for an extraordinary disUnce by suy 
person In or on the same water. Bathers, when diving, may 
easily prove this for themselves, by arranging for the water to 
be struck on the surface by some person at a distance while they 
are below, while sounds outside cannot be heard. It Is not, 
therefore, surprising that fish are scared by sounds on or In tbe 
water. But It seems very strange. In my humble judgment at 
least, that fish should be able to bear sounds prodneed in tbe air; 
but that they do so, Is undoubted. And not only fish, but crus¬ 
taceans and cephalopoda have tbe same faculty. Lobsters will 











eboot or CMt their clave during thunder, and also when artillery 
le being fired anywhere near; this Is a proof of fright, for they 
franuently do the same when being taken by the fishermen out 
of the water, and cannot, therefore, be attributed simply to elec¬ 
trical sensations, as has frequently been done. Mr. Buckland In 
bis “Familiar History of British Fishes,” published by the Society 
for Promoting Christian Knowledge, gives an Interesting account 
of some t^e codfish at Port Logan, Wigtownshire, which come 
to the surface at the call of their keeper. I would recommend 
“Cymro” to read this account. M. Bertram, In a paper two or 
three years ago before the Paris Acclimatization Society,makes the 
following remarks concerning a tame octopus, relating some of 
the observations made In a small aquarium at Biarritz.

Editor Cbicaoo Field:— Mr. R. E. Ducsigne ^ve your 
readers s few brief possibilities of what the Dales and Highlands 
around and about tills goodly Onondaga town might contain. 

As a matter of fact I will here state that the Highlands con- 
taln about 600 red men of the Onondaga tribe, while the Dales 
are, as suggested by Mr. D., decidedly saline. In fact, one vast 
salt spring, capable of supplying brine strong enough, and of 
Buffleient, quantity to float all the hams from the Parle of Amer- 
lea to the city of 8yracuBe> alias, Salt Point, Central City, Cl^ of 
CoDVcntlona, etc. This city Is very pleasantly altuaUd about 
one mile from the head of Onondaga Lake, a beautiful sheet of 
water six miles Id length by nearly two In width, and Is built in 
the valley between two ranges of hills that Increase their height 
towards the southern portion of the country. The public l>u|ju* 
Ings are a penitentiary, state idiot asylum, and university build- 
Ine, occupying commanding positions on the belghU, and reis- 
lively the three points of a trl-angle. The banks, churches, and 
White Memorial buildings are of the highest order of archlte^ 
lure. To enumerate the many points of excellence for which 
Syracuse Is noted, would take up too much space In this letter, I 
will therefore briefly note some of the principal manufacturing 
Interests, viz.; the salt works, rolling mills, blast furnace, steel 
' works, cutlery establishment, mammoth agricultural tool and 
machine works, breweries, and Baker <fc Co.’s armory. Here

As proof of my 
assertloii, 1 submitted to his Inspection the handiwork of the 
above American firm, believing that to be the Imst endonce I 
could submit, to the judge, court and jury, and I challenge him 
to present the name of any maker In Euroiie whose guns for a 
like number will give as exact fittings In every deUll, and show 
as fine workmanship when assembled, as this American gun, and 
I moat respectfully call on any sportsman or dealer in this 
couiiirv who may have this make of Wesson’s (that has not been 
ruined by some botch ot a gunsmith) lo his possession, to give It 
a close inspection. 1 wish the masterly 200 could be examined 
with R like number of any one of Europe’s most ekUlful nmkerft, 
bv capable judges. 1 know which gun would show the closest 
adjustment of parts. I believe that before the judges Inspected 
the decimal part of a hundred they would already have mentally 
decided In favor ot this American-made gun as far as workman¬ 
ship was concerned. As for material used, either makes would 
prove excellent, and it would be more difficult to decide which 
was the best. 1 will, however, say this In favor of the Wesson 
gun. that the material used for making the Wesson gun was the 
• verv best the market could afford. The stock used for the barrels 
' was made expressly for Mr. Wesson and from choice grades of 
steel and Iron, the barrels welded by one ot England s moat 
skillful barrel forgers, assisted by an American mechanic whore 
knowledge and abilities In working metals was considered of the 
blgheet order, and the whole work from the forge to the brown¬ 
ing room was done by skillful and competent artisans. During

The Ruffed grouse Is characterised by a dark horn-colored bill, q, 
black at the tip, clear brown eyes, a wide, slightly rounded tall, g, 
of some seven Inches In length, consisting of eighteen very gh 
broad and truncate feathers. The upper half only of the legs ge 
(torsi) are feathered, the naked portions, behind and below, with ,i 
two rows of hexagonal plates, anteriorly. On the aides of the w 
neck will be noticed a tuft or ruff of feathers, which gives to the ti 
bird Its specific deslgoatlon, and also serves to conceal two „] 
naked spots, that correspond In a rudimentary way to the gular 
sacs or "tooting bags" of the “prairie hen.” Another dletln- y, 
guisblng peculiarity Is the absence of comh-Ilke processes over the f( 
eye, found In all other species, they being replaced by a narrow ci 
fringe-llke row of stiff feathers. p 

The prevailing color la difficult to determine with accuracy, ti 
presenting all the Intermediate shades between grey snd dark g, 
chestnut, according to season or locality Inhabited. Each feather ^ 
of the back and rump Is marked by a large heart-shaped spot of ^ 
reddish grey, mottled finely with brown; the shoulders (acapu- ,1 
lars) are streaked with light brownish yellow, which la also the a 
prevailing color of the under parte, though shading Into more of a 
creamy-white upon the abdomen, each feather terminating with a j 
broad bar of absolute brown. The broad feathers which constl- o 
tute the raff are nearly black with a terminal gloss of metallc , 
blue or green. The feathers of the tall are tipped with grey and , 
likewise possesa a broad aub-termlnal bar of black, within which g 
la a aerlea of narrow waved transverse lines of dark gray.

The variation In color before mentioned, are generally sup- 
1 posed to be the result of geographical distribution alone. That 
a this exercises more or less Influence, Is probable; but personal 
I- observation leads me to think there may be other and paramoont 
I- causes. I have seen grey grouse from Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
and the Carollnas equally marked with those from Dog Lake and 
Neplgon House on the north of Lake Superior, and red ones from 
the latter localities, exactly resembling grouse from the Cumber¬ 
land mountains and pine forests of Georgls. It seems reasona¬ 
ble to suppose then, that the variations of plumage are due to 
change of season, rather than latitude; the birds being of red¬ 
dish hue In late Summer and early Autumn, slowly merging Into 
grey with the Income of Winter, and obtaining a decided clner- 
ous tinge In February, after which the order Is reversed, chest- 
le nut being the prevslllng color In June and July—these changes 
taking place without loss of substance, as with the willow grouse 
or ptarmigan. Young birds are later In molting than adults, 
which accounts for our meeting many dark feathered birds as late 
} , as December. * 

The reasons for advancing this hypothesis, are as follows:

Then, too, an old lady, a near neighbor, who observed that my 
lazlnees caused me to skin the birds In preference to plucking 
In preparing them for the table, desired that I preserve for her 
the backs and wing and tall feathers, as she had conceived the 
Idea of making them Into a rug. This piece of handiwork waa 
completed late In January, and proved a beautiful affair contain¬ 
ing portions of the plumage of upwards of one hundred grouse, 
which showed many marked variations of color. The labeled 
plumage, however, having none others of the same bag for com¬ 
parison, presented marked gradation with but two exceptions, 
from chestnut to gray. The year following, while conversing 
with an old Canadian woodsman of nearly halt a century's ex¬ 
perience In the forests of the Dominion and Michigan, my opin¬ 
ion waa most unexpectedly corroborated by his remarking that 
ho had observed changes In color, taking place In a domesticated 
bird, which be had captured as a chick, and carefully reared. 

With all, I am not prepared to assert [loaltlvely that a continual 
molt takes place, though experlmenta seem to warrant It. Co¬ 
incidences are not necessarily facta, though too often hastily ac¬ 
cepted os such; and as a result, the history of the world Is over¬ 
burdened with thousands of theories, miracles, prophecies, and 
wonders, based ajKin shadowy results, with no reference to nega¬ 
tive evidences. Some one has justly remarked that, "Negative 
evidence la the raoSt conclusive In securing the truth of the posi¬ 
tive.” I lay far more stress upon the observations of Mr. Ora- 
hamc with his pet grouse than my solitary experiment, which nn- 
fortunately I have not alnce been In position to repeat. If this 
variation of color Is coincident with advancing seasons, it but 
proves another link In the chain of devices provided by bountiful 
nature for the protection of her more helpless subjects, contri¬ 
buting to preserve from the attacks of predatory animals and 
rapacious birds, and last thongh not least, the murderous yokel 
who destroys all that he may chance upon sitting, walking, or 
standing, but whose abilities are unequal to cutting down the 
swift winged bird In the midst of Its aerial flight. 

Of all our game birds, the ruffed grouse Is the most difficult to 
kill, and most difficult to find. Choice In haunts and particular 
as to locality Inhabited. Wooded districts or the rocky slopes of 
mountains are preferred; and being strictly local In habits, they 
rarely stray far from the drumming place which forms the 
central spot round which they live. Numbers of old birds are 
seldom seen together except when the cocks seek the society of 
each other while the hens are engaged with maternal duties. 

Ordinarily the flight of this bird Is silent; but when suddenly 
flushed It rises with a loud whlr-r, which Invariably proves fatal 
to the nerves of the Inexperienced gunner. A direct line is 
asually pursued, flying from one to three hundred yards; but as 
every sportsman Is aware, they are capable of very sudden and 
sharp turns. When put up at the foot of a hill they aie prone to 
ascend, and If not pausing before the summit Is reached, will 
' almost’ Invsrlsbly be found just beyond on the opposite side, 
s where they He close, hnd give better aport than when first die- 
S turbed. If raised by a dog or fox, refuge Is at once taken In the

Sntoe and woodcock drum by falling from a height much In ( 
the same manner as the Canada grouse, though merely with out- | 
tlreiehed wings aud no fiutterlng. It la now believed that the , 
sounds produced arc due to the rushing of the air through the , 
outsnread and stiffened pinions, each feather of which haa iU , 
aehsset at an acute angle, so that every filament becomes, as it 
»rrc a harp-string, and gives forth vEollan music. My little 
canarv sets the feathers of his wings In precisely the same man¬ 
ner when he drums, and acW for all the world like a miniature 
erouse doue up in black and yellow. Is It that the ruffed grouse 
owes Ills love-note to similar little acU and causes? The sound 
Is uiiappreciable a few feet away when the drumming first com- 
nicnics anil Is heard at a distance only as the movemenU of the 
wings h'ceome accelerated, and wave sound follows wave sound 
with such rapid succession as to become harmoniously blended os 
they strike the car. 

As soon as Incubation begins, the male abandons the female 
wlih whom he has paired for a second,—for in spile of their polyg¬ 
amous tendcnclea they seem to possess temporary attachments 
at least —who Is deserted In turn for a third, and so on, until un¬ 
able to procure further gratification of Uls passion, he seeks the 
coniiianiDnship of those of hla sex similarly situated, or turns 
misanthrope and wanders solitary and alone until Autumn, when 
he assumes chief charge of the now well-grown brood of his first 
hive. Withal, he at no tltqe strays so far from her but that he 
may be recalled, for If her nest Is broken up by any cause, aud 
the'season Is not too far advanced, she makes a second and even 
a third attempt to raise a brood. 

The nest Is constructed upon the ground In some secluded spot 
at llie edge of the forest, beneath a thicket of evergreens, under 
the shadow of an overhanging rock or sheltering log, or In the 
grass or weeds or some corner of a warm fence, and eonslsts 
merely of a few dry leaves loosely huddled together In a slight 
depression excavated for the purpose. On this are deposited Ifcm 
seven to twelve eggs, of a uniform yellowish or whltey-hpown 
color that closely resemble those of a banUm hen. When per¬ 
sistently molested during the same season the grouse will fre- 
queutly BO far abandon the hablU of her species as to Uke pos 
session of the forsaken nest of a crow or pigeon in the top of 
some Ull stub or tree, from which she carefully removes her 
hrood when hatched, conveying them one by one In her bill to 
the ground beneath. While Incubating she sits very close, leav¬ 
ing her nest only when almost compelled by hunger or Intrusion, 
sad returns as soon as possible; but always first concealing her 
precious charge under a covering of moss or leaves. Now she 
permits of a close approach, and may frequently be captured In 
the hand while upon her nest; butwheu driven off, she docs not 
Hush at once and thus betray the hatching place of her treasures, 
but skulks slleutly through the bushes and takes noisy flight at a 
distance. The eggs are also turned one by one each day, that all 
may alike receive the heat from her body. 

The broods leave the nest almost as soon as batched, following 
the parent all day in search of food, like those of the domestic 
hen, between whose cluck and that of the mother grouse there Is 
DO great dissimilarity; and, like the barnyard fowl, she gathers 
her chicks under her wings, protects them from the Inclemencies 
of Uie weather, and the damp chills of nightfall. She denies hei^ 
sell every morsel that can possibly serve them, proving a devoted 
and courageous mother, ever willing t) sacrifice herself lo her 
offspring. The chicks fly when ten or twelve days old. 

The lesser frequented or abandoned roads and deserted logging 
camps are much frequented for the food found among the drop¬ 
pings of cattle; aud, In such spots, the characteristics of the 
grouse are beat observed. If Intruded upon suddenly, the hen 
grouse gives la warning cluck, whereupon her brood scatter and 
disappenr as if by magic, taking refuge in the grass or among the 
weeds like young quail. It Is said that the little ones will selxe a 
leaf In their claws and, turning upon their backs, effectnally 
ehleld thooieelves from observation; and also, when sufficient 
warning has been given of approaching danger, that they mount 
the back of the parent, who files Into a place of safety. How 
often we have witnessed the series of strategems attempted 
Ijy the maternal bird to protect her little ones, feigning mortal 
injfiry, or rolling and tumbling upon the ground as H maimed, 
but always just beyond grasp. Her efforts crowned with success, 
and the safety of her brood assured, she suddenly recovers her 
Indisposition and, taking wing. Is soon heard at a distance In the 
forest calling her loved ones about her. I have known a hen 
grouse to lly In the face of a horse that had strayed too near her 
darlings, and repeatedly passing and repaaslng before his face, 
and buffeting bis eyes with her wings, fairly drive him from the 
field. She will ever* brave the cunning fox, fluttering about his 
ears, deftly avoldlug his glittering teeth and vigorous strokes of 
fiia paws, gradually leading him from the vicinity of her brood, 
and then, with a cluck of Joy, mounting Into the air, leaving poor 
ffcynar'l with watering mouth and foolish mein to bewail the loss 
el Uie expected ame supper. When a boy, while rambling In the 
Merest, the writer was astounded to receive a peck on the heel from 
a hen grouse that brought It.e blood an instant later, and the ae-

Hence It Is a rins quaTion In hunting them that the sportsman be Tt 
accompanied by an Intelligent and well-broken dog, one that by 
thoroughly understands retrieving. But the novice should not 
be confident that the swlflrflylDg bird at which he has fired will th 
ultimately grace his bog, for the actual vital surface presented to to 
bis aim, particularly when going from him, and the estimate hla a 
eyes will form by general appearances, are wide apart, being about an 
as one to thirty. “ 

It Is rare to find a dog that Is capable of taking the field prop- tn 
erly for ruffed grouse, the Bo^talled grouse-dogs being either a£ 
broken on prairie fowl or are of the nondescript species known pi 
In New England parlance as “yallah dawgs," whose merits (or de- o< 
merlto) are confined to treeing the game. The true ruffed grouse- T1 
dog may be either a pointer, a setter, or a spaniel, but he must be a ol 
thoroughly broken, well-trained animal, accustomed to the game gi 
from puppyhood up, and satisfied with a point the moment the ai 
faintest odor of tbe bird salutes his nostrils.

Late lu Winter when heavy snows 
encumber the ground, they frequently devour the leaves of -the 
common laurel (.Kalmia lat\foHa), which gives a bitter and dis¬ 
agreeable flavor to their flesh, and owing to the IdloByncrasles of 
Siny people It becomes highly poisonous when the birds lie long 
with crops undrawn after killing, others, however, suffer not the 
least Inconvenience. At all other times the delicacy of the flesh 
Is unsurpassed, eapecUlly when the bird haa fatten, d upou the 
berries of the common wlntergreen {Oarulheria procumbnu). 
The breast Is very white, but the brown meat le that most sought 
by tbe epicure. 

The ruffed grouse roosts Indiscriminately, Invariably prefacing 
the act by a long flight, followed by a shorter one, seeking a tree 
to-night, the ground beneath to-morrow, and a log or fence upon 
a third occasion; all situations arc alike, being equally at homo 
and well protected In either, as It la never off Its guard, aud files 
as well by night as during tbe day. In Winter they burrow In 
the snow apparently for the warmth this soft and fleecy covering 
affords; and no matter how silently one approaches these hiding 
places, the grouse Is sure to be up and off long before danger Is 
near, though no sound haa been made appreciable to human ears. 
This habit has by many writers been attributed to this species 
alone. A grave error, ae It Is common to nearly all American 
grouse, and likewise to some of tbe quails, though to many It 
answers rather as a refuge from enemies rather than protection 
from the weather. They are apparently unable to bury them¬ 
selves while standing on the snow, as they are always observed 
to^lrst rise to some height, and then hurl themselves violently 
toward the earth, striking head first, the momentum carrying 
them far beneath the snow—usually a couple of feel horizontally, 
and ten or twelve Inches In a vertical direction. Should a crust 
form during the nlght,the poor birds are doomed, paying for their 
comforuble lodging by a miserable, lingering death. Doubtless 
great numbers perish annually from this cause alouc. 

It Is au unfortunate and greatly to bo deplored fact that moat 
of the birds that find their way to the Uble are procured by means 
as reprehensible as they are fatal, being either snared, trapped, 
or murdered In an unfair and Illegitimate manner. We may now 
walk for hours through the most attractive covers where they 
were once abundant, but all la silent. The familiar drumming 
no longer salutes the ear, and the loud whir and sudden flash of 
wings as he threads hla way through the intricate windings of 
the greenwood Is remembered only as one of the pleasant sur¬ 
prises of the past. Were these birds bunted only lo a legitimate 
manner their number would never bo materially lessened. Many 
who claim the titles of gentleman and sportsman do not hesitate 
to slaughter downy chicks, and chirping birds yet too young to 
exist without the fostering care of a parent. True, these gentry 
are affected with peculiar myoptic vision that causes the iunocents 
to be mistaken for woodcock. For nhame! Is not the violation 
of the laws of God and man, the cruel and wanton deprivation of 
a tender brood of a parent or a mother of her loving young suf¬ 
ficient, without blistering the soul with a He that you well know
